' garded as nbove suspicion, Mr. Giflord 


says: " Not a week passes without the 
shipment to New York or Boston of 
brandy which -is delivered in casks, all 
expenses paid, on board the steamer at 
Havre or Bordeaux for less than the gen- 
uine article costs here. During the pres- 
ent quarter, for instance, many shipments 
have been made at 175 to 1SU francs .per 
hectoliter of twenty-two gallons, while 
no brandy, even the so-cal-led 1881,is sold 
at less than 205 francs by the rural pro- 
prietor.". In ease of prices like the above, 
there is no room for doubt. 
All disin- 


terested authorities whom I have con- 
sulted here are unanimously of opinion 
that an article furnished on such terms 
cannot contain a dropof genuine brandy. 
In fact, I do not understand the mer- 
chants to sustain difk-rent views. 
They 


only sav that their American customers 
demand an article at a given price, and 
that they furnish it as required. 
The 


greater part of the shipments, however, 
especially from Cognac, are at prices cal- 
culated to inspire confidence,but, unhap- 
pily, this test is quite insullicient, for 
within the last three years tho brandy 
trade has undergone a complete trans- 
formation, even merchants who honest- 
ly desire to purchase a pure article, and 
who profess to have done so, cannot be. 


j sure that they have r.ot been deceived." 
! Ol' the method of falsification he says: 


"The greater part of the brandy of 
to-day 
is prepared from 
alcohol, ob- 


tained from grain, potatoes, or beets. 
Coincident with the failure of white wine 
was the appearance of large quantities of 
alcohol in the port of Charente, the most 
of it coming from Germany. This im- 
portation increased from year to year, 
and is to-day -Hi per cent greater than in 
1880. 
Whoever will take the trouble to 


look may sec barrels of this German 
alcohol piled up in the store-house." of 
the merchants. A simple process of re- 
duction and admixture of drugs, a little 
pure brandy o:- dregs of wine to give the 
brandy taste are ordinarily suilicici'.t, 
with the brand of "Cognac'' to create u 
bcverasic which finds a ready sale in 
foreign countries. It is becoming a cus- 
tom to sell this brandy in twelve-bottle 
cases marked with one, two or three, stars, 
according to the presumed quality of the 
article, thus avoiding any compromising 
mention of the year of production or tiie 
region of origin. Some merchants im- 
port small raisins from tlic East and ob- 
tain a beverage called brandy from their 
juice—at least one such establishment 
being in operation at "Cognac" 
Mr. 


(Jiflbrd concludes 
as 
follow.,: "All 


French brandy might properly ami, per- 
haps, ought to be cxcludcil from the 
I'nited States 
or. sanitary grounds. 


There is a strong presumption agaii:st the 
•purity of a very l:;rgc part of it, and it is 
unfortunately almost impossible to de- 
tect the fraud by chemical analysis, and 
especially where the various mixtures 
now employed are passed through llie 
still. 
The reputation of a few great 


housi's that now place on the market 
only what they draw from their own 
stocks accumulated before 187!!, might 
be a stillleicnt guaranty of the purity of 
their merchandise, but even with respect 
to them it may be said that they dose 
their brandy with caramels and other 
substances in order to adapt them to the 
taste o!' their English and American cus- 
tomers. They would never venture to 
send strictly pure brandy to the United 
States, as it comes from llie still, for our 
amateurs would regard it as a harsh and 
inferior, and perhaps falsified, article. In 
any case these Imusi's could hardly be 
exccptcd by name from the operation of 
such measures as might be taken lo pro- 
tect the public health. A general meas- 
ure excluding t!ic article entirely would 
seem, therefore, to be the only elective 
defense against the admission of a poi.-,nn 
for which our people pay Sl,0n'l,ili!0 or 
S'J,OUU,OIH) a vcar, beside.-: the

Scorpions. 


It is wonderful that one doesn't hear 


more uf si-orpion stings, considering how 
iihiiiiilaiit liie.se pernicious insects arc in 
nearly every tropical and suii-ti-opical 
country. They are fairly hardy, too, and 
•will snrvive a much greater degree of 
euld than centipedes. 
One morning, 


when I had just returned from a voyage 
;tnd was repacking and arranging SOIMO 
things in my bed'room at the hotel in 
SnutliiiiiiptiiiT'., a lively, vigorous scorpion 
fell out of a schcll upon my bare foot; 
luckily, it rolled oil', and the carpet re- 
ceived' the emphatic tapof his tail, which 
was i:i:einlcd as a delicate attention to 
myself. 
A bath sponge seems to be their 


favorite haunt, and it always behooves 
oiu.' In carefuUy examine that article lie- 
lore getting into one's tub in regions 
where the.se little pests abound. 
I think 


that over a down were killed in my cabin 
during one night—brought there,no doubt, 
in a box of ttspcnto Santo orchids from 
I'aiuima. 
Cargoes of coir, bales of medi- 


cinal woods, bunches of banannas, a:id 
other fruits and vegetables in bulk, often 
introduce them on board vessels, and in 
old wooden vessels cspcciallv they will 
remain and colonize the bulkheads and 
interspaces. I got a nip once, and only 
once. 
Walking along the main deck of 


a steamer lying in Rio dc Janeiro, load- 
inn- up witii eoll'ee, being barefooted and 
in° the dark, I trod, as I thought, on a 
piece of glass; hut. drawing my foot up 
instinctively, I felt the tickling of a scor- 
tiioii's feet on mv heel. It seemed to 
have curled up a I tor its tail. The local 
symptoms were about equal in intensity 
to the bite of a common viper or the sting 
of a mai-ibunda, but with less constitu- 
tional derangement; tho nicer was a long 
time in healing, liowcver. There is a 
jrhiLstly story told of a gentleman in In- 
dia, 
who, pulling on his boots one niorn- 


iui:, fc.lt a horrid prickly object in one of 
them. With great presence of ininil, in- 
stead of withdrawing it, he forced his 
foot violently down a:id stamped on it 
furiously, though 
enduring exquisite 


ai'-ony in the process, lint it was not a 
centipede, only a small blacking-brush 
left there by the careless servant.

Psvlli of 1'liny and other historians, ns 
well as their modern descendants, who 
swallow live scorpions, and carry them in 
their caps next their shaven crowns, 
probably deprive them first of the means 
of doing harm, us they serve the venom- 
ous serpents which they juggle, by blunt- 
ing their sting. It is, nevertheless, very 
easy to hold a scorpion, and possibly to 
handle them freely, when accustomed to 
th"in. 
Hoc how some people can pull 


about wild rat?, and bees, and ferrets 
without injury, though taking no appar- 
ent precaution. 
Manipulation of snakes, 


too, only requires a little observance oi 
their weak points and respect tor L l n - u 
pro.judiees, which one glides into inse 
Liy by habit.—Luiulim Field.
